This Order shall extend to the whole of the territory of India 
except the ate of ammu and Kashmir . 

This Order shall be in addition to and not in derogation of any

G.S. R. 394 ( E ): - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Defence and Internal Security of India Act, 1971 (42 of 1971) and of all 
other powers enabling the Central Government in this behalf, the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Defence 
of India Rules, 1971, namely : 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called 
the Defence of India (Amendment) Rules, 1975 . 

(2 ) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette . 

2. Amendment of rule 1. - In rule 1 of the Defence of India Rules 
1971 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules ), in sub -rule (1), for the words 
" Defence of India Rules” , the words “ Defence and Internal Security of India 
Rules" shall be substituted . 

3. Insertion of new rule 1A . — After rule 1 of the said rules, the 
following rule shall be inserted , namely : 

" IA - Rules to apply also in relation to internal security . - As from the 

commencement of the Defence of India (Amendment) Rules, 1975 
the provisions of these rules shall, so far as may be, apply for the 
purpose of internal security as they apply for the other purposes of 
the Act and accordingly those provisions shall be construed , 
wherever necessary, as including also a reference to internal 

security." . 
4. Amendment of rule 2.- In rule 2 of the said rules, in clause (1), 
for the words “ Defence of India Act" , the words " Defence and Internal 
Security of India Act" shall be substituted. 

5. Amendment of rule 33. In sub -rule (1) of rule 33 of the said 
rules, 
(i) . n clause (a ), after the words " civil defence," , the words " the 

internal security,” , shall be inserted ; 
(ii) in clause (b ) after the words " territory thereof," , the words " the 

internal security , the public safety, the maintenance of public 
order or the maintenance of supplies and services essential to 
the life of the community " shall be inserted .

BILL 


Jurther lo amend the Kerala Contingency Fund Act , 1957. 

Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Kerala 
Contingency Fund Act, 1957, for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty -sixth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 


1. Short title and commencement .- (1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
Contingency Fund ( Amendment) Act, 1975 . 

( 2) It shall come into force at once. 

2 . Amendment of Section 2. - In sub section ( 1) of section 2 of the Kerala 
Contingency Fund Act, 1957 (6 of 1957), for the words " three hundred lakhs 
of rupees " , the words " five hundred lakhs of rupees" shall be substituted . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Under articles 267(2 ) and 283( 2 ) of the Constitution , the Kerala Con 
tingency Fund Act 1957, was enacted providing for the establishment of the 
Contingency Fund of the State of Kerala and for the payment of moneys into 
and withdrawal ofmoney from it. Under section 2 of that Act, as amended 
by the Kerala Contingency Fund (Amendment) Act, 1972 , the corpus of the 
Fund is three hundred lakhs of rupees. It has been found that this amount 
is inadequate to take care of the unforeseen itemsof expenditure particularly 
expenditure on account of flood relief measures. It is , therefore , proposed 
to raise the corpus of the Contingency Fund from three hundred lakhs of 
rupees to five hundred lakhs of rupees. The Bill is intended for this purpose . 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 
The Bill if enacted and brought into operation would involve withdrawal 
of a sum of two hundred lakhs of rupees from the Consolidated Fund of the 
State .
